HAS TOP NOTCH RECORD. 


The Camp Hospital Has Been Desig- 


nated as the Finest in the 


World. 


The Gettysburg military camp pre- 


sents so very many interesting fea- 
tures that will repay the visitor that 
it is difficult to pick out one to speak 
of, but if there is one point of view- 
that stands out more prominently it 
is the health of the camp and the 
plans to care for the health are about 
as perfect as the human mind can 
forsee and provide. 


The Gettysburg camp has been in 


existence since the early part of June 
or to the present time three full 
months and there has never been 
less than four thousand boys in camp 
and as high as more than ten thou- 
sand boys.

HONOR FOR THE DRAFTED MEN 


Fine Parade, Good Speeches, and a 


Crowded Town Last Saturday. 
On Tuesday the President of the 


United States, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Army and Navy, with a silk 
American flag over his shoulder, 
marched up Pennsylvania avenue on 
foot at the head of the drafted men 
of the District of Columbia. Behind 
aim came 70 U. S. Senators and 300 
Representatives, a sight never before 
seen in Washington. 


About 25 drafted men were in the 


parade held in the honor of Adams 
county boys entering the National 
Army and many more were at the 
exercises in the Square presided over 
by Dr. Wm. A. Granville, who in his 
opening 
remarks 
Texplained 
that 


"These boys are as modest as they 
are brave and that's why they won't 
parade. They'd rather face the Ger- 
man army than march before their 
home folks and we'll find them on 
hand when the test comes: 


The town was packed with people 


and autos to witness the parade and 
be present 
at the exercises. Six 


companies of soldiers from the camp 
with two of their bands, led the pa- 
rade and following our drafted boys 
came the veterans of the Civil War 
in autos. The Getysburg Band was 
followed by the civic organizations 
of the town. 


After opening remarks of Dr. Gran- 


ville, Re*". F. E. Taylor led in prayer 
and "The Stars and Stripes Forever' 
was played by the Seventh Regimen! 
Band. Dr. Granville then presentee 
Hon. S McC. Swope as the orator of 
the evening. 


Judge Swope declared the selective 


draft to be fair and just and added 
"and let me tell you that when you 
registered, when you stood 
your 


chance of the turn of the wheel, when 
you were drawn, when you presented 
yourself for physical 
examination 


and when you were accepted, you 
were every bit as much a hero and a 
man as he who volunteers; and when 
you finally go to camp and there do 
your duty as a soldier, you are just 
as much entitled to honor as the 
Regular Army man.

three months there has 


not been one death in camp from dis- 
ease or accident, a fact that speaks 
volumes for the health and hospital 
officers in the camp. The single 
death in the three months was the 
self-destruction of a melancholy re- 
cruit who spoke a foreign tongue. 


In face of the record of the mili- 


tary camp the Red Cross Camp Hos- 
pital attracts attention. 
It is well 


located near the Emmitsbnrg road 
almost centrally located as to near- 
ness of tnv six regiments. It is on a 
spot that commands a fine view and 
catches every breath of fresh air. It 
is the last and most complete expres- 
sion in camp hospitals. Recently 
French and English visitors went 
through the hospital. They were ac- 
quainted with the hospital service at 
the front and were astonished and 
delilghted with the completeness of 
the camp here, pronouncing it the 
finest in the world.

The fuiuo'js French prison known •• 


the Bastille was originally the Castle of 
Paris mid was l>ullt by order of Charles 
V. between l.'JTO and 1383 as a defenw 
against the English. When it caine to 
be used as a stiite prison it was pro- 
vided with vast bulwarks and dltche*. 
The Bastille bad four towers, of flve 
stories each, on each of Its larger sides, 
and it was partly in these towers and 
partly In underground cellar? that the 
prisons were situated. It was capable 
of containing from seventy to eighty 
persons, a number frequently reached 
during the reigns of Louis XIV. and 
Louis XV., the majority of them being 
persons of the highest rank. The Bas- 
tille was destroyed by the mob on July 
15. 1780, and the governor and a num- 
ber of his officers were killed. On its 
site DOW stands the column of July. 
erected in memory of the patriot* of 
17S9 and 1S30.

The Cabbage Butterfly. 


The i most destructive enemy of the 


cabbage and related crops is the cab- 
bage butterfly. This lays its eggs upon 
a cabbage leaf. The eggs hatch into 
green caterpillars, and these eat the 
leaves. In 1883, says the Journal of 
Heredity, an ichneumon fly was im- 
ported from Europe to keep the cab- 
bage butterfly In check. The fly lays 
its eggs in the body of the caterpillar; 
the larvae which hatch from these eggs 
eat the caterpillar's insides, cut their 
way out through the empty skin and 
spin cocoons from which the flies 
emerge. 


"It is interesting to note," adds the 


Journal of Heredity, "that the parasite 
is in turn preyed upon by a super- 
parasite, a little chalcis fly, 'and so on 
down ad infinitum,' no doubt."

J. Denny O'Neil has been appointed 


State Highway Commissioner and is- 
sues the following statement : 


The position of Highway Commis- 


sioner came to me unsolicited and 
has no strings attached. I have ac- 
cepted with the understanding that 
I am to have full control. Only the 
most important new work should be 
attempted at this time, but it would 
be false economy not to maintain the 
roads now in existence. The oppor- 
tunity to solve the big problem and 
at the same time put road department 
on a srictly busine'ss basis, as well as 
render service to the people, are my 
reasons for assuming so difficult a 
task at this time. 


The road department will not be 


operated as a political machine and 
will not be dominated by politicians. 
Efficiency, honesty and service \vitl 
be the sole test of merit and no em- 
ploye will be removed who measures 
up to the above standard: but no em- 
ploye will be retained who is not ef- 
ficient and who fails to render a fair 
return to the State for his salary. It 
will not make any difference 'how 
great his political influence is or who 
his backers are.

OF HEALTH DIXON. 


Asking the Town for a Sewage Di»- 


potal Plant to Co»t Any 


Old Sum. 


At a meeting of the Town Council 


on Tuesday night a communication 
was read from the Commissioner of 
Health endorsed by the Governor 
and Attorney General notifying the 
borough that plans were wanted of a 
form of sewage treatment works—in 
other words a sewage disposal plant. 
The communication had been receiv- 
ed the same day and was quite a sur- 
prise. 


It was a surprise because the pres- 


ent sewage disposal plan has been 
approved several times this year as 
entirely adequate. When the appa- 
ratus was first examined it was pro- 
nounced as in proper shape but when 
the soldiers were sent here it was 
then said to be too small and needed 
enlargement 
and 


should be doubled.

apparatus 


By reason of the 


fact that part of the sewage of the 
camp was allowed to go into the 
town sewers the United States au- 
thorities were willing to do their 
part upon the expense of enlarging 
the disposal arrangements. Accord- 
ingly it was agreed that the United 
States should remodel the plant and 
the town would contribute $500 to- 
wards it, the balance being paid by 
the army, their part of the burden 
being much heavier. 


This arrangement was approved by 


the State Board of Health and plans 
and blue prints were furnished by 
the State Board of Health to the 
Army authorities for the improve- 
ment's and then plans were approved 
as entirely adequate and satisfactory. 
The improvements were made and 
are practically finished, and all done 
with the knowledge and approval of

First Aid For Fainter*. 


Every member of the Washington po- 


lice force carries when on duty to 
crowds a pill box full of tiny glass 
tubes of aromatic spirits of ammonia, 
according to tbe Popular Science 
Monthly. These are for reviving per- 
sons who faint in the street. 


The tubes are about an Inch long and 


slightly more than an eighth of an Inch 
in diameter. Each has a wrapping oi 
absorbent cotton and over this a silk 
gauze covering. 
Slight pressure between the fingers 


Is sufficient to break the tube. The 
ammonia is promptly absorbed by the 
cotton about it, which also serves te 
prevent tbe sharp particles of glass 
from doing any harm. Held -beneath 
tbe nose of toe person -who has fainted, 
the fumes of the ammonia soon revive 
her. Tbe tubes are stored in all the 
patrol boxes about tbe city and are 
carried in patrol wagons end police 
ambulances.

Uses For Alcohol. 


Speaking (if the little known uses of 


alcohol, a recent writer says that few 
men who wear the so called ''derby'' 
hat know that its stiffness is due to 
a gum that is dissolved hi alcohol. 
Transpatent soap owes its transparen- 
cy to alcohol. The increasing demand 
for leather and the inability of the 
market to nxet this demand from nat- 
ural sources have led to the produc- 
tion of artificial substitutes for the ma- 
terial. These are possible through the 
use of alcohol. The same is to be said 
of the artificial silk that now finds a 
large and increasing sale. Alcohol is 
a practically indispensable servant in 
the varnish used on woodwork. It is 
used in preservatives, in disinfectants, 
deodorants and shoe polishes, in dyes 
and in !i- qtiers and in a long list of 
chemicals with more or less unfamil- 
iar names. One of its important uses 
is in the manufacture of smokeless 
gunpowder and other explosives. 


Sirius and the Dog Days. 


The dog days are reckoned about 


forty and ;:re set down in the almanac 
as beginning on July 3 and ending Any 
11. lu tt:e time of the ancient astron- 
omers tbe remtirksible star Siriu-. call 
ed also Canicula. or the dog star, rose 
heliacally—that is. just before the sun 
—about the beginning of July, and th? 
sultry heat which usually prevails at 
that season, with all its disagreeable 
effects, among which the tendency of 
dogs to become uud is not one of tbe 
least disagreeable, was ascribed to the 
malignant rays of the star. Owing to 
the precession of the equinoxes the 
heliacal rising of Sirius now takes 
place later in the year and in a cooler 
season, so that the "dog days'' have 
cot now that relation to the particular 
position of the flog star from which 
they obtained their name. 


Artificial Mi!k a Complex Mixture. 
To show what an arsenal of chem- 


icals has to be employed when we 
want to copy nature the Paris Nature 
prints the formula for artificial milk 
as patented in England. It is as fol- 
lows: • 


In 200 pints of water at S3 degrees 


C. dissolve 400 grains of phosphate ol 
potassium or the equivalent quantity 
of phosphate of soda. Add sugar suf- 
ficient to make 4.5 per cent of the 
final product and miv in twenty kilo- 
grams of extract of nuts. Boil, then 
distill and treat with a culture of lactic 
ferments until the desired acidity is 
obtained. Pasteurize at 60 or 70 de- 
grees C. and finally add a small quan- 
tity of citric acid. This can be dried 
and sold as a powder.

The main building is 135 feet by 60 


feet with a hall 115 feet by 44 feet at- 
tached. There are twelve class rooms 
in the fcailding. The auditorium has 
a modern stage and with galleries 
would seat fully 1000 people. 


The building is unique in being 


snore than a school building and has 
its community uplift purposes in the 
fine quarters appropriated for girls 
and boys* club*. These rooms are 
tastefully ftwnwhed and well euip- 
ped. The fids' room is a very at- 
tractive room for reading and amuse- 
ment, where the children of the town 
can: go jmd have entertainment and 
pass ..the' evening. The boys' rooms 
are furnished with pool tables and 
other entertaining features. 
The 


building and its features affords a 
first class community center and is so 
used, many meetings being held in 
the hall. 
The teaching corps consists of 


nine instructors and a principal. A 
commercial department was added 
several years ago. The highest at- 
tendance last year was 396 pupils. 


General Per*hi»c'* Message. 


As the new National Army it call- 


ed to the colors Major General Per- 
shing sends a message to America. 
'Great strides have been made in the 
organization of the American forces 
in France, but Major General Persh- 
ing, in his message to those "back 
home" emphasizes that the problems 
of this country in the great conflict 
are greater even than those which 
Great Britain and France had to 
solve. 
In next year's campaign, he says, 


the American forces will be hammer- 
ing the German army persistently. 
In the meantime, as he left for his 
field headquarters, he counselled the 
American public to remain patient 
and confident and to seek fully to: 
realize the gigantic nature of the! 
task which the government and army 
of the United States have assumed. 


He explained that it would be a 


grave mistake to put an inadequate 
insufficiently supplied force into the 
field. This mistake, he added, the 
Germans have hoped and expected 
the United States to make. 
It is, therefore, the determination 
that when America takes her place in 
the line shoulder to shoulder with 
the entente allies she will be fully 
prepared to make the Germans feel 
the full weight of her military power. 


Those of us who have fully studied 
the situation and who know what is 
necessary to be done, said General 
JPersbififij are anxious that the people 
at home shall strive to realize the fm- j 
mensity of the task in which we are 
engaged and shall, through patience 
and confidence, help us to accomplish 
that task in the shortest possible 
time. 


Everything is going well with us 


both as a nation and as an army. We 
are making giant strides day by day 
but we are just started. . , 


We came into the war without an 


army. We have always been a peace 
loving people, and undoubtedly the 
great majority of us hoped we should 
Be spared war. - So.now we must 
build an entire new organization, and 
build it so big and so strong that we 
can take our place along with our 
allies who already have had three 
years time and experience. 


I realize how very difficult it is for 


the people at home to visualize the 
war, to visualize the effort that lies 
behind the war. Our problems are 
greater than any France or Great 
Britain had to solve, but we are solv- 
ing them and will continue to do so. 


It is impossible to create a vast 


fighting machine merely by the wave 
of a wand. I wish that it were pos- 
sible to do so and that we might be 
fighting the German Government this 
minute. We know that the only way 
to defeat the German army is to 
hammer it and keep on hammering 
it. That is what we expect to be do- 
ing with all our fresh strength an<i 
enthusiasm during the next year's 
campaign. But until we can properly 
take oar place in the line the people 
must be patient and as confident as 
•we are who know what we are doing 
and what we must do.
